Bayard Fong， local 
census commmunity servVice special- 
ist，said that while the turnoverT 
rate for enumerators is fairly high， 
the high mail-back rate of forms 
has lessened the impact， 

Fong said that a final outreach 
program to identify the uncounted 
will begin in theend of May, Alist 
of seven questions to determine 
whether or not a person has been 
counted will be distributed to 
community papers and agencies， 
Once mailed back，the answered 
duestions will alert the census 
bureau to where more 
enumerators are needed.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A pro- 
fessional photographer in Vietnam 
for almost 30 years，Don Hong- 
oais memories of his homeland 
are documented more 
permanently than most other 
refugees. His photographs record 
a Vietnam of many faces and 
many moods，Along with the 
heavy toll of war, his photos show 
a different side of the country as 
a land of simpjlicity and 
warmth, of balance and beauty. 

Don was born in Zeng Cheng， 
Guangdong，in 1929.， His family 
moved to Saigon when he was 
two，and his mother died a year 
later, His father's death threeyears 
later left Don alone to fend for 
himself among his father's three 
other wives and'their 22 children. 
With no one but his babysitter to 
watch out for him，Don was not 
well represented in family 
Inatters. 

When he was seven，Don's 
babysitter took him into her 
house. She brought him to a pulic 
school，and soon he was helping 
clean-” the school grounds “ 训 
exchange for free tuition. Don says 
art was the only class he enjoyed， 

Don studied Chinese painting 
for a while in high school，but 
Switched to photography when he 
graduated，His art teacher had 
encouragedDon to drop tradition- 
al Chinese art because he did not 
believe ” 直  was properly 
appreciated in Vietnam，At 17， 
Don started working in a photo- 
graphy studio: 

Although Don's major in college 
Was interior “decorating;,: his

After he graduated from college， 
Don taught photography at Tai

his non-teaching time was devoted 
to photographic pursuits，but he 
also coached the basketball team 
of a Chinese athjletic _ club.

When asked 
by the club's chairman whether or 
not he would join as vice-chair- 
man，Don had agreed，proviqing 
that his real name was not 
recorded anywhere，He refused 
any salary，and asked only for 
their photo pass，which enabled 
him to visit and take photos in 
many .areas Where he would 
otherwise have been forbidden. 

In 1964，Don opened his own 
photography studio where his 
pictures recorded every aspect of 
life， One of his favorite annual 
trips was to a Small town around 
300 kilometers south of Saigon， 
called Da Lat. There hetook Imany 
photos of member of a primitive 
tribe who lived in the mountains， 

Don's membership in the KBC 
Photography Club was such that 
he was often required to accom: 
pany the military to photograph 
battlescenes: Don said that these 
trips did not Particularly scare 
him (since he generally travelled 
with officers)，nor did they upset 
him. War has long been a fiber of 
Vietnamese life, hesaid, and aside 
from the colonial Wars， there have 
always been an abundance of 
tribal conflicts. 

LIBERATION 

The Communist “libera- 
tion ”of Saigon was both fast and 
unsurprising，Don said 卫 veryone 
knew they were coming，and 
welcomed. them gladqly，for the 
most part. The day of their entry 
into .Saigon,，， Dorn walked the 
Street, recording with his eyes that 
which would have been too 
dangerous to immortalize with 
film， One sight that especially 
struck him was seeing the South 
Vietnamese soldqiers strip off their 
uniforms hastily and pile them 
into great heaps, 

Despite his insistence that his

Dons photography for the 
Central Covernment ”consisted 
largely of travelling throughout 
Vietnam recording scenes of daily 
life and scenery， This coopera- 
tion with the Communists
